According to the figures, the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company is 
valued at nearly three times as much 
as all the steam railroads in Fulton 
county, including the new terminal 
station, the Western and Atlantic and 
the Georgia Railroad being exempt; 
that is to say, the electric railway is 
valued at three times as much as the 
Atlanta Belt Line, the Atlanta and 
West Point Railroad, the Central of 
Georgia, the Louisville and Nashville, 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis, the Seaboard  Aijil Line, the 
Southern Railway and the new ter- 
minal station, as these properties in 
Fulton county are assesed at $3,745,- 
016. The Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company is assessed at  one- 
seventh of the taxable values of all the 
railroads in the entire state, with a 
main line mileage of 5,835 miles and 
a side-track mileage of 949 miles; the

Will Be Issues in the Next 
Presidential Campaign, ~ 


TARIFF IS NOT PARAMOUNT 


So Mr. Bryan Declares—He Thinks 
That the Trusts and Raltlroads 
Are Relatively More Impor- 
tant Than the Tariff 
at Present. 


New York, June 6.—Trusts, the rall- 
roads and the tariff will bé the issues 
_in the next presidential campaign, ac- 
cording to Mr. W. J. Bryan, in an in- 
terview here today. He regards the 
outlook for the democratic party for 
next year as good. Mr. Bryan is in 
New York as a guest of the Demo- 
cratic Progressive League, which was 
cnly recently organized. 

Bryan and Tariff Reform. 

Asked if he considered the question 
of tariff reform as. essential to the 
Ccmocratic platform for the coming 
campaign, Mr. Bryan replied: 

“T have been a tariff reformer for 
years; I have talked tariff reform for 
ten years prior to the campaign of 
1806: I believe it now, but there are 
other questions before the people rela- 
tively more important at thé present, 
- such as the trusts, railroads, etc. I 
believe that the democratic party in its 
national platform will take cognizance 
of all three of these questions, but in 
my opinion the tariff will not be the 
paramount issue. 

“The financial issue is not the same 
row as it was in !896. It is not due to 


the republican party, however, but to 
natural causes, such as the world's in- 
crease of gold supply, which has ac- 
complished in a manner what I tried | 
to accomplish in the campaign of 1896. 
Ase a matter of fact, we are all repu- 
@iators now. The dollar of today is | 
not the dollar of i896. The dollar of | 
today is at least 30 per cent less in 
purchasing power than in 1896. The 
cost of living has greatly increased so 
that the face value of a dollar today 
does not at all compare with the pur- 
chasing ability of eleven years ago.” 
Mr. Bryan reiterated his belief in the 
initiative and referendum and munici- 


ral ownership.

BROWN’S LETTERS ARE READ 


Special Committee Will Examine 
Books of Stocks Coal Company 
to Ascertain Thomas Stocks’ 
Connection With the 
Company. 


After spending three solid hours con- 
Sidering the charges against Tom 
Stocks, member of the water board, 
the council committee of the whole 
appointed a special committee of three 
composed of Alderman Hirsch, Council-

However, the committee deemed 
it advisavle to take plenty of time and 
decided to make the investigation this 
mecrning. 

The hearing yesterday afternoon was 
barren of new evidence, and the major 
portion of the time was devoted to 
reading the letters of President W. T. 
brown, of the Ragland Coal Company, 
to Superintendent Park Woodward, of 
the water board. There were some 
twelve or fifteen of these letters, and 
the reading of them consumed about 
one hour and a half. 

After the correspondence had been 
read, Superintendent Woodward was 
asked for a statement of the conversa- 
tion he had with President Brown, of 
the Ragland Coal Company, and Mr. 
Stocks, relative to the agreement of 
the Stocks Coal Company to supply 
coal on the Ragland contract. Mr. 
Woodward said that he advised Mr. 
Stocks to have nothing to do with the 
contract in view of his connection with 
‘the water board. 

During the hearing it developed that

PASSENGER RATES SETTLED 


Four Big Systems Will Be Put in 
21-2 Cent Class— Bulk of the 
Shorter Lines Will Be Allow. 
ed to Charge 3 Cents, 
Decision Today.

Practical agreement has been reached ‘ 
by the railroad commission upon the foi- 
jlowing schedule of passenger rates, in 
‘which the decision will be announced 
today: 

Class A—2 cents per mile——Atlanta & 
West Point and Western & Atlantic. 

Class B-—-2 |-4 cents per mile—Georgia 
Railroad and Atlantic Coast ‘Line. 

Class C—2 1-2 cents per mile—Central 
of Georgia Railway Co., Seaboard Air 
Line, Southern Raiiway, Georgia South- 
ern & Florida and other lines which 
belong to them, as, for instance, the 
Alabama Great Southern, controlled by 
the Soushern, 

Class D—3 cents a mile—Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham & Atlantic, Macon & Birming- 
ham, Louisville & Nashville, Augusta 
Southern, Wrightsville & Tennille, Geor- 
gia Northern, Georgia Florida & Ala- 
bama, Chattanooga Southern, South 
Georgia Raltlroad, and some fifteen or 
twenty other short but profitable lines. 

In addition to the foregoing, there will 
De several other independent § classes. 
For example, it has been decided to 
make the fare on the Talullah Falls 
railroad 3 !-2 cents a mile, which con- 
forms to the rate which that road is al- 
lowed to charge in North Carolina. The 
Louisville & Wadley will be permitted 
to charge 4 1-2 cents per nile; the 
Smithsonia & Dunlap, 5 cents per mile; 
the Flovilla & Indian Springs a mini- . 
mum fare of 25 cents, and there are 
many others which will be similarly 
treated. 

A Cempromise Proposition. 

It became apparent in the debates held, 
between the members that there was no 
possibility of Commissioner Joseph M. 
‘Brown and Commissioner O. B. Stevens 
‘getting together on certain propositions. 
| Commissioner Warner Hill then drew 
i'up a proposition in the nature of a com- 
promise, which is substantially as given 
in the foregoing outline. 

Commissioner Stevens has assented to 
Commissioner Hill's proposition. 

Commissioner Brown took a copy of 
Commissioner Hill's proposal, and asked 
until today to consider it. He will re- 
turn this morning, prepared to Sstate 
his position. 

It has been the one desire of the rail- 
road commission to get together on this 
proposition and present a unanimous de- f 
cision.

The two railroads to be put 
in the two-cent class have only main- 
stems and are the best paying railroad 
properties in the state.

SOLOMON GOES FREE 


Pardon Board Declines 
Clemency to Murderer 
of Schroeder. 


George W. Bundrick, who 8 sprang 
from ambush and shot to death Farm- 
er Schroeder, in Crisp, formerly Dooly, 
county, must pay the penalty of his, 
crime on the gallows. 

For ths second time yesterday the 
prison conmimission declined to recom- 
mend cleniency in Bundrick’s case, the 
declination has been approved by Gov- 
ernor Terrell and Bundrick will be 
hanged on Friday, June 14. 

A strong appeal in Bundrick’s be- 
balf was made before the prison com- 
mission yesterday by Attorneys Max E. 
Land and W. H. McKenzie, of Cordele. 
Among the points especially empha- 
sized in his favor were the fact that 
after having escaped he voluntarily 
gave himself up to the authorities in 
California and returned to Georgia, and 
that the sentiment.of the community 
in which the crime was committed was 
in favor of his commutation to life im- 
prisonment. Ju 

The prison commission, however, 
could not take that view of the case. 
The evidence leaves no doubt of the 
fact that the murder of Schroeder was 
a horrible crime, and the commission 
“eels it was one for which the full pun- 
ishment of the law should be inflicted. 

Schroeder and Bundrick had had a 
quarre!] «nd Bundrick proposed that 
they should meet and fight it out. 
Schroeder was a small man; Bundrick 
@ large one. Schroeder said he was no 
match for Bundrick. 

‘Then iet’s meet and shoot it out,” 
said Bundrick. 

Schroeder agreed and the time and 
piace were appointed. 

But Burdrick did not wait to en- 
gage in the duel as arranged. He and 
his brother, so it is charged, sprang 


up from wtehind a bush in the road as | 


Schroeder was driving home from the 
cepot with his wife. They fired upon 


Schroeder, 
wife in the back of the head. Schroe-| 
der’s wife survived, but still suffers 
from a wound from the effects of which 
she will never recover. 

The other Bundrick alleged an alibi 
which waa sworn to by his mother and 
others. George Bundrick himself stat- 
ed that his brother was not with him 
when the killing was done. For these 
reasons the jury gave him thea benefit 
of the doubt and sent him to the pen- 
itentiary for life. 

There was no doubt in George Bund- 
rick’s ca3e. He was convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. The case went 
through the courts and the prison com- 
mission declined to interfere. Gov- 
ernor Terrell then granted Bundrick 
a respite in order that the prison com- 
mission might again consider the case. 
Before it could .be-heard he escaped 
from the Americus jail, where‘he was 
confined, and later, tormented by the 
thought that he was being pursued, 
gave himself up to the authorities at 
Los Angeles, Cal., from where he was 
brought back to Georgia.

Man Alleged to Have 

Killed Playmate 21 Years 
Ago Pardoned. 


| After being constructively deprived of 
‘his freedom for twenty-two years as the 
result of a bond holding to answer for 

& homicide, Mark -Solomon, a_. well- 
known Atlantic Coast Line engineer, 
was yesterday given his absolute free- 
;|dom by action of the prison commission 
and the governor. 

Solomon's case is one $f the most re- 
markable that has ever come to tne at- 
tention of the prison commission. 

Twenty-two years ago, in 1885, when 
Solomon, then a boy of fifteen years, 
and one of his associates about the same 
age, Oscar Newman, were going home 
one evening, they engaged in a dispute 
over a girl acquaintance on the streets 
of Hawkinsville, and in the encounter 
Newman received a knife wound from 
which he died a few days later. 

Solomon was indicted for the homi- 
cide, but for one reason and another his 
trial was postpomed until last year, 
though he made every effort to have 
the case disposed of. Two of the judges 
who sat on the bench during the time 
were disqualified, and that kept the case 
pigeonholed. 

When at last his case came to trial 


in the superior court of Pulaski county | 


last year, Solomon was unable to pro- 
duce some of the important evidence 
in his favor upon which he had relied, 
and upon the strength of the dying 
Statement of Osear Newman, repeated 
On the witness stand by his father, Sol- 
omon was convicted and sentenced to 
serve two years in the penitentiary. 

While witnesses were lacking to give 
legality to the evidence, it was gener- 
ally told in the community that New- 
man’s death was accidental. In the 
fight betwéen the two boys, Solomon 
knocked Newman down, and it is stated 
the wound was inflicted by Newman's 
knife, which as open in his pocket. 
Strength is given to this statement by 
the affidavit of a man who examined 
the clothing worn by Newman at the 
time, and who stated there was no cut 
whatever in his outer garnfents.

Three Hundred Well Known 
Georgians Gather at Banguel 
in His Honor, 


OCCASION WAS WITHOUT 
POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE 


Outpouring of Eloquence Fellows 
Excellent Dinner — Flags and 
Bunting Hung in Lavish Pro- 
fusion—Handsome Silver 
Loving Cup Present- 
ed to the Retiring 
Governor. 


There were stars and stripes and 
Georgia flags and tri-pointed and tri- 
colored bunting enough festooned 
about the Piedmont hotel dining room 
and lobby last night to have evoked 
eloquence from a school boy. It was 
an occasion which needed no extran- 
eous stimulant to arouse enthusiasm, 
and the fact of the absence of wine 
from the banquet table at the special 
request of the guest of honor, was for- 
gottén, 

Never has so representative a gath- 
ering of citizens from every district 
and every section of the state as- 
sembled on an occasion like this to do 
honor to any governor of Georgia. 
Every congressional district, almost 
every senatorial district in the state, 
was represented. In fact, had the rol} 
been called, there are few Georgia 
counties that would have failed to re- 
spond, ‘Present.’ 

The banquet, arranged by a number 
of Governor Terrell’s warm personal 
friends, met with far more general re- 
sponse than its originators hoped or 
expected, and quickly. grew from its 
original limits of 1860 to 300. But they 
were conveniently and comfortably 
seated in the spacious and abundantly 
decoratea Piedmont dining room. 

Governor Terrell, the guest of honor, 
sat at the head table next to the toast. 
master, Hon. John M. Slaton, the 
speakers and other prominent guests. 

Service of the dinner began promptly 
at 7 o'clock. Indeed, the banquet was 
unique in the history of Atlanta din- 
ners in several respects: It began on 
time, it was served without wine and 
vet in keenness of enjoyment and satis- 
faction it hag never been surpassed in 
Atlanta banquet annals.

The dinner was preceded by “grace 
before meal,’ said by Dr. M. J. Cofer, 
of Atlanta, 

The Speeches, 

Toastmaster Slaton pitcheg his brief 
introduction of the post-prandial 
speeches upon the assertion of Dr. 
Samuel Johnson that friendship is the 
noblest of all pleasures. Yt was no 
purpose of this occasion, he said, to 
discuss business, political issues or 
self-interest; it was merely a gather- 
ing of friends of a man who has 
worthily won and drawn friends to 
him. When Governor Terrell lays 
aside the toga, as he soon will ao, he 
will become what he has always been— 
merely a Georgian, Mr. Slaton said. 

Judge Joseph R. Lam@r, of Augusta, 
former justice of the supreme court, 
who was to have spoken upon ‘“Gover- 
nor Terrell’s Administration,” was un- 
fortunately detained by sickness, but 
his address, which had been sent to the 
committee, wag read by Professor M. 
-L. Brittain, of Atlanta. It was an ex- 
cellent and worthy tribute to the work 
of the executive for the past four 
years, detailing many triumphs both of 
that and the legislative department 
during that period. 

Judge A. J. Hinton, for nearly thirty 
years ordinary of Meriwether, Governor 
Terrell's home county, tald in his inimi- 
table style his ‘‘persOnal reminiscences’’ 
of Governor Terrell. He said his remin- 
iscences were not of the governor, but 
of his life-long and devoted friend, Joe 
Terrell. He told many amusing anec- 
doies of the governor’s boyhood and 
young manhood days, and kept his hear- 
ers in roars of laughter and applause. 
When his school teacher told him one 
lday to work hard and he might came to 
be president, he replied, “I don’t expect 
to be. I'm a democrat.” He told about 
the red mule which Governor Terrell is 
said to have plowed in his younger 
days, whose name ‘was not Maud. But 
things are changed, he said. “When I 
go up to the mansion sometimes and 
hear Joe Terreil’'s city niggers say, 
‘Luncheon is served,’ it makes me think 
of the old days when Aunt Eliza used 
to blow the dinner horn at !! oclock for 
Joe to take out. 

“When I] told 6l4 Aunt Eliza that it 
had become noised about that Joe was 
getting politics in his head, she said: 
‘Well, he got ‘em den atter he lef’ de

a slight tribute of their love and affec- 
tion, a personal gift with no. thought 
or suggestion of politics. 

The cup was placed by Toastmaster 
Slaton in front of Governor Terrell, who, 
amidst applause from the  banqueters 
who stood up as one man, responded as 
follows: 

“Mr. Toastmaster and Frtends: In- 
sensible indeed would I be and irrespon- 
sive to all that makes life itself desir- 
able. were I not most deeply touched by 
this evidence of your friendship. 

“Ambition gratified and the hopes of 
manhood and of life itself realized bring 
as they should, joy to him who strives. 
The memory of the plaudits that wel- 
comed me to the lofty position of gov- 
ernor of this great state may pass into 
forgetfulness, Dut as long as life shall 
last there will in my heart forever live 
the recollection of this to me most happy 


hour. 

“The responsibility of place and of of- 
ficial position ever brings with it care, 
doubts and misgivings, days and nights 
of anxious thought, the sting of censure 
—be it just or unjust—regret for errors 
made, however free from intended wrong. 
My 1@t has been the common lot of man, 
but midst it all, my heart hag been 
nerved and my arm strengthen by 
your s6ympathy, your generous and wun- 
swerving allegiance and support. 

“And now, the end its near at hand 
when I step down and out—back into 
the rf@nmks of that great army of citi- 
zenship from which I came—with a con- 
science void of intentional wrong to any 
man, and with a heart overflowing with 
love and gratitude to the people of my 
state. and consecrated to their future 
happiness and prosperity, and to the 
glory and honor of Georgia. 

“This evidence of your approval and 
of your continued confidence, ig compen- 
sation in a thousandfold for all the past 
that remembrance holds of labor under- 
gone and of anxiety and care endured. 

“The beautiful loving cup which you 
have presented to me as an additional 
token of your friendship and affection 
is accepted with sincere appreciation of 
the spirit which prompted the gift. it 
will ever be an inspiration for me to so 
live as to merit this expression of your 


esteem. 

“T wish you, my friends, to accept the 
assurance of my deepest gratitude and 
my unchanging love. May all that is 
good, all that is desirable and all that 
is beautiful come to you and yourg in 
unstinted measure.” 

The evening’s program was concluded 
at an early nour by brief speeches and 
tributes from the following well known 
Georgians, all warm friends of Governor

COTTON ACREAGE 


SHOWS INCREASE 


—_—_——— 


But Reports of Condition Are 


Very Poor, 


SEASON ABOUT MONTH LATE 


Considerable Cotton Has Been Plow- 


ed Up on Account of Weather 
Damage and Replanting Has 
Been General—Farmers 
Feel Discouraged. 


New York, June 6.—(Special.)—The 
Journal of Commerce will tomorrow 
publish its June cotton report, cover- 
irg acreage and conditions. The report 
has been delayed one week, owing to the 


backwardness of planting. About 1,800 
correspondents hawe been heard from, 
the average dete of replies being May 
SO. At that date, planting was still 
incomplete and the replies indicated an 
incease in acreage of !.2 per cent. This 
is less tham expected, jn view of the 
high price of cotton, and less than the 
best information suggested a month ago. 
So much ¢otton has been plowed up, and 
replanting has been so general, that it 
is still too early to ascertain the facts 
as to acreage with satisfactory relia- 
bility. 

When replanting is finished it is quite 
possible that the above increase in acre- 
age will be augmented. 

Reports of conditions are exceedingly 
poor, the repiiies indicating a condition 
of 69 per cent, compared with 82 per 
cent in 1906; and 77.4 in 19GB. 

This ts 1.5 potnts lower than the June 
government report, which placed the 
condition at 70.5, the lowest condition on 
record at this season. Too low tempera- 
tures and too much precipitation were 
the causes of the low condition. While 
a late season is not always a bad sea- 
son, good weather is much needed to 
improve the condition and the pros- 
pects are that there wil] be a good 
demand for all the crop at profitable 
prices to the growers. 

Comparing with “last year’s acreage, 
North Carolina's figures show 103.! per 
cent; South Carolina, !27 per cent: Geor- 
gia, IO] per cent; Florida, 102.) per 
cent; Alabama, 97.2 per cent: Missis- 
sippi, 95 per cent; Louisiana, 92 per 
cent; Texas, 106.6 per cent: Arkansas, 
97. 5 per cent; Tennessee, 97.1 per cent: 
Missouri, 89.9 per cent: Indian Terri- 
tory, 103 per cent; Oklahoma, !/6 per 
cent, while, as already stated, the total 
acreage is 1.2 per cent over that planted 
fast year. 

So far as the figures of condition are 
concerned North Carolina is  8g&0.2, 
against 76 last June; South Carolina 
77.0, against 81.6; Georgia 75.1, against 
85.7; Florida 80.9, against 84.1: Alaba- 
ma 81!.6,- against 79.3: Mississippi 66.4, 
against 80.1: Louisiana 65.0, against 
87.3; Texas 68.0, against 84.8; Arkansas 
69.6, against 8i.1; Tennessee 77, 
against 72.0: Missouri 77.0, against 76.0; 
Indian Territory 70.6, against 79.6; 
Oklahoma 71.4, against 86.3; while the 
average condition of the entire cotton 
belt is 69.0, against 82.! a Year ago. 

The season averages nearly a month 
late and many correspondents refrain 
from committing themselves to close 
estimates until the crop has advanced 
to further maturity. Much of the seed 
has not yet sprouted, but where stands 
have been obtained they are generally 
poor. ' 

In regard to the condition the persis- 
tency of unfavorable weather has dis- 
couraged pianters, a feeling which is re- 
flected in the wide distribution of re- 
ports describing the outlook as the 
‘worst in an experience of forty to fifty 
years.”’ 

There is not an unusual scarcity of la- 
bor and grassy fields are by no means 
general.

WILL NOT RAISE 
SALARY LIMIT 


President Kavanaugh Says. 


There Is Little Probability 
of a Change. 


_- 


Little Rock, Ark., June 6.—(Special.)— 
“There is, I think, little probability of 
the player limit being raised to fifteen 


| instead of fourteen, as is now the case,” 
said President W. 


M. Kavanaugh to- 


night when asked if a league meeting 


would be called in the near future to 


settle the matter. The fact that unfa- 
vorable weather conditions have made 
the number of postponements and con- 
sequent double-headers unusually large 
this year caused some of the league 
managers, especially those who have 
the most postponements to be played 
off on the next swing around the cir- 
cuit, to suggest that the clubs be al- 
lowed to carry fifteen players. This, of 
course, would necessitate the raising 
of the salary limit accordingly to $2,700 
to $3,000 a month. 

Judge Kavanagh contended when the 
matter was brought to his attention: “It 
is possible that a meeting will be called 
for that purpose, but at present I have 
no knowledge of any such meeting. I 
have not been asked to call a league 
meeting and am not sure that I shall 
be. Of course, if the members of the 
league wish to raise the limit it will go 
through, although personally I regard 
the measure as a dangerous one. The 
two limits were fixed in order that 
the smaller clubs as well as the larger 
ones could @xtet on a paying vasis and 
I am afraid that to edisregard them 
would prove suicidal. 

“The heavy rains and forced postpone- 
ments have hurt the clubs financially 
this spring and, although they are all 
in good cofidition, they are not in shape 
to become exfravagant in the matter of 
salaries and other expenses.”

view of the jury in Judge Pendleton’s 
court yesterday in the suit filed by An- 
thony Murphy, to compel the Central 
railroad to tear up its. sidetrack ~ in 
front of his property, that the twenty 
feet may be added to Murphy avenue, 
to widen it to sixty feet.
